WASHINGTON. — World reaction 
to President Jimmy CBrter*e call 
for a boycott of the Olympic Games 
to Moscow beeauae of the Soviet to- i 
tervention in Atritanlstan ranged 
sresterday from lukewarm support 
to outright opposition, with only 
Egypt Immediately agreeing to join 
the boycott. 

Officials said that Carter will ask 
Congress tor special powers if 
neeeiaary to enforce the U.S. 
boycott of the Games. 

On Sunday the president urged 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) to transfer the Games 
to another country or to postpone or 
cancel them unless all Soviet troops 
are withdrawn from Afghanistan 
within a month.

Games, and he asked NATO allies 
and other countrlea to follow suit.

Saudi Arabia also informed 
Washington and London that it has

with South Yemen over an oil-rich

Iran hints aid to Afghan rebels 

Serious danger seen 
from Soviet troops 


nSHERAN (Reuter). — Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Ghotbsadeh said 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan are SO 
km from toe Iranian border and 
pose a serious danger to Iran's 
southeastern provinces of Sistan 
and Baluchistan. 

He' told reporteri after a regular 
meeting of the ruling Revolutiwiary 
Council on Sunday night: “We can- 
not accept toil danger." Iran could 
not remain silent in the face of a 
threat to Its border region, he add- 
ed. 

The Foreign Minister pledged 
Iranian aid to end the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan, but he 
did not aay what kind of aid Iran 
would otter. 

Tbe official Pars news agency 
said Ghotbsadeh hinted that Iran 
would otter support for the Afghan 
Moslem guerrillas resisting the 
Soviet troops. 

Another Teheran broadcast 
reported an election campaign 
speech in which the Foreign 
Minister warned of the threat of 
communism within Iran. 


"What has happened so far shows 
that there is a growing trend 
towards an uncontrolled com- 
munist society," he said in the 
broadcast, monitored by the BBC. 
“Should we continue in this direc- 
tion ... we shall end up with a 
regime much worse than the 
former regime." 

‘*nie present trend is not really 
Islamic: we are moving towards 
unrestrained communism," be was 
quoted as saying- 
Ghotbsadeh said he was eoneern- 
ed lest the Soviet Union might one 
day Invoke Its 1921 treaty with Iran, 
whereby Moscow has the right to in- 
tervene militarily if Iran Is to be 
used aa a base of military 
operations against it. 

Last November, the then 
provisional government of Mehdi 
Baaargan abrogated the treaty un- 
ilaterally, but toe Soviet Union did 
not follow suit. 

Tbe foreign minister rejected a 
recent American offer to make 
common cause against toe Soviet

The bulidozer went to work im- 
mediately, and to the surprise of 
the police — ^ who were looking to 
evidence that coiild help solve the 
Shtilman murder — uncovered a 
large quantity of building iron some 
30 cm underground. Continued 
digging brought to light Iron sheets 
and pipes.

Dlller, 41, formerly a member of 
Sbbutz Eln Hahoresh, limped into 
the e<Btrthouse yesterday to hear 
the charge sheet against him. "Two 
of my ribs are broken from blows I 
recrived from policemen," be told 
Tvporters. 

At the beginning of the 
proceedings DlUer’s attorney, Zvi 
Lidaky, said his client admitted the 
charge of breaking into the Bank 
Leuml branch on Tel Aviv's Rebov 
Marnunek on January 5 at 5 a.m. 


"Dlller entered the bank after 
sawing the bars of the bathroom 
window. He eprayed the bank'e win- 
dows with black paint to prevent 
passereby from seeing inside and 
then began to crack the safe," the 
prosecutor claimed. 

"Half an hour later, the bank’s 
alarm system was activated and 
Dlller escaped, leaylng his equip- 
ment — including an acetylene 
torch and other tools. But he return- 
ed later, to be caught by five 
policemen who were waiting for 
him.” the prosecutor added. 

Diller is also accused of stealing 
the tools and torch from letiUov 
Hospital in Tel Aviv, but Me at- 
torney asked for time to check 
these charges before entering a 
plea. 


Thefts in TA rise by 16% 
yet few offenders caught

TEL AVIV. — Only 9 per cent of Tel 
Avlv-area thefts ended with the 
C4qiture of the culprit, although 
thefts of all kinds rose by 16 per 
cent lost year over.1978. Hiere wts 
a total of 33,328 thefts last year. 

Speaking at 'a press conference 
yesterday, police district com- 
mander Nitzav Moshe TiomUn 
stressed that police personnel te In- 
sufficient to deal with the rise in 
crime expected In the future. There 
are only 2,230 policemen in the dis- 
trict, he said. 

Tiomkln said that the police open- 
ed 80,676 criminal files in 1S79, a 13 
per cent increase over 1978. 
However, in only 26 per cent of the 
cases were the offenders found. 

The rise in violence during 
burglaries was especially aborp; 
and the number of robberies, 13,944, 
constituted a 17 per cent rise com- 
pared to the previous year. 
(Robbers used grenades for the 
flrat time last year, during the 
Bank Leuml holdup in Ramat 
Avlv.l 

Tlomldn noted that there was a 
de^dlne of 4J per cent in car thefts 


test year despite aa Increase of 
vrtilcles in tbe Tel Aviv areiu There 
were T,1W car thefts, and 69 per 
cent of (be earn were recovered. 

Police data show a decline in 
murder cases in the district. There 
were 11 murdere during 1979, com- 
pared to 20 in 1978. 

The police made 76,360 arrests 
last year. 

Tiomkin said that 6TT criminal 
cases are now pending in the Tel 
Aviv District Court, 3,636 are pen- 
ding in the Magistrates' Court and 
961 in the youth court. 

The dletrlel’s patrol force, 
numbering 228 special policemen, 
issued 484,460 traffic reports In 
1979. Of these, 167,474 were for mov- 
ing violations. The police towed 
away 38.000 vehicles from illegal 
parking places. 

Tiomkin noted that calls from 
residents reporting suspicious ob- 
jects Jumped to 24,162 last year, 
double the number of calls received 
in 1978. However, 22 terrorist at- 
tacks occurred in the area last 
year. 

Tiomkin hoped that the 
reorganization in the police force 
would bring more patrol policemen 
out into the streets.

Teachers’ labour dispute, 
back to square one

The government yesterdi^ re- 
jected the National Labour Court's 
proposed guldelteea for talks to 
solve the teachers' wage dispute, 
which threatens to oloee the coun- 
tries' sobools In the oomliig weeks. 

The government refuaed even to 
dtoeuH the oourt's suggestion that 
the two altee consider grszztliig 
loane to the teaohera to t^ them 
over until the wage agreemente are 
• reopened next year. The govem- 
ment agreed to the court's other 
proposal — that the wage 
agreements remain closed, that the 
sides agree on a certain percentage 
of salary tacrease, and that the 
teachers get some retroactive piqr- 
ment once 'the agreements are 
renewed. 

The teachers agreed to the 
propoeal for negotlatloni and 
regard the government's 
wlUlngnesB to consider loans a con- 
dition for solving the labour dis- 
pute. 

The government'e decision 
means ttiat the dispute wUl return 
to the Jerusalem Dlitrlet Labour 
Court, where the government 
originally demanded that the court 
Issue an Injunction to stop the 
teachers from Impoelng sanctions. 


The district court will meet on 
Wednesday to e.onalder the request. 

The dispute centres around the 
teachere' demand tor Immediate 
wage hikes of the type given to civil 
aervlee engineers — academic 
degree and special duties bonuses. 
The wider Issue at stake to the Im- 
plementatloc of all clauses in the 
Stzlonl Commission report on 
teachers’ working eonditioas and 
status. 

A major raeommendatlon of tbe 
commission to that tbe teachers' 
salaries be raised by 50-90 per cent. 
When the eommission was ap- 
pointed about a year ago. Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer and 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
both assured the teachers that they 
would press to the implementation 
of Its recommendations. But follow- 
ing the report's publication, i 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
said the government had no funds 
to Implement the recommen- 
dations.

Linowitz won’t bring new 
autonomy plan, Burg says

Interior Minister Yosef Burg said 
yesterday chat tbe U.S. autozmmy 
negotiator Sol Linowitz would not 
be bringing any American 
proposals eoneetning tbe autonomy 
with him when he comes to 
Jerusalem early next week. 

Burg, who heads the Israel team 
' CO the autonomy negotiations, told 
his National Religious Party fac-' 
tlen that he was in contact with 
Washington to find oSt what posi- 
tion Linowitz would take up in the 
coming rounds of the negotiaUoas. 

The last eemmunication he got 
from the American envoy a couple 

of days ago showed that Linowitz 
did not regard the present situation 
as a crisis. Burg said. "I think we 
have the same situation which oc- 
curs time and time again in any 
negotiation, and we ahould not take 
It too seriously." 

Burg assured a group of religious 
settlers from the Katlf bloc at the 
southern end of the Gaza Strip, who 
attended the faction meeting, that 
until all the details of the autonomy 
were hammered out, Prealdent 
Anwar Sadat himself was not anx- 
ious to bring up the issue of "Gaxa 
First" tor dlscuasloa. 

The Interior Minister said that 
one line of speculation being ban- 
died about nowadays, was that the 


failure of the autonomy talks would 
lead Egypt to take the problem of 
the Palestine Arabs to the UN. 

With regard to reports of a mla- 
onderstandlng between Jerusalem 
and Washington over American 
calls to Israel to settle the 
autonomy issue faster. Burg said 
some American officials were 
maintaining that the only way for 
the U.S. to stand Arm in Asia waa to 
rely on the Arabs, and leave Israel 
On the sidelines. 

Other American officials were 
saying that countries which were 
uncooperative on tbe Issue of 
stability and aeeurity In Asia, In the 
face of Che Soviet threat, muat 
realize that they were Inlmleal to 
the tnteresta of President Jimmy 
Carter himself. 

nie Fbrelgn Attain and Defence 
Committee waa briefed by Burg’s 
director-general Kalzn Kubersky, 
who led the working group delega- 
tion to Cairo last week. Kubersky 
said, "The Egyptians consider our 
settlements In Judea and Samaria 
aa illegal. Hence, in their eyes, they 
don't exist. Accordingly, they say 
they don't Intend to dtoeusa them at 
all." 

"On the other hand. Israel does 
not intend to «**~*«— thoae villages 
with Egypt either, ainee they have 
np connection with the autonomy 
laaue,” Kubersky said.

Kabul (Reuter). — In official. ac- 
counts of the tlramatlc last days of 
1979 now issuing from the now 
Soviet-backed rulers of 
Afghanistan, the night of December 
29 is assigned a sinister place.

The first 
references to the dead leader's 
alleged plot appeared in the 
reported remarks of political 
prisoners who have been releaaed 
since the December 27 coup, staged 
following the arrival In the country 
of thousands of Soviet troops.

Garcia is. the main island. 


The Islanders b^an a test action 
in 1975 In British courts for 
wrongful removal from the 
territory. 


Britain Is awaiting their final rep- 
ly, the officials said. The islanders 
were removed from their homes 
and settled In Mauritius about 10 
years ago. • 


Britain has denied allegations 
that the islanders — who call 
themselves the Hois community — 
were forcibly removed to make 
way for a U.S. naval base and had' 
to live in abject poveiHy on 
Mauritius. 

The Hols were a semi-migrant 
community working the copra plan- 
tations. The establishment of 
defence facilities for the U.S. on 
Diego Garcia required the eloeure 
of the ^antations, which were the 
.only means of livelihood for the 
islanders, the officials added. 


Mugabe may order forces 
to leave Rhodesian camps 


JOHANNESBXTRG (Reuter). — 
(Guerrilla leader Robert 'Mugabe 
said In an interview published 
yesterday be was considering 
ordering his forces out ' of their 
cease-fire assembly camps in 
Rhodesia because he fears for their 
safety. 

Mugabe, leader of the ZANLA 
(Zimbabwe African National 
Liberation Army) wing of the 
Patriotic Front, told the 
"Johannesburg Star's" Africa 
news service that Rhodesian 
security forces and auxiliary troops 
loyal to the former administration 
of l^hop Abel Muzorewa had mov- 
ed into areas vacated by his 
guerrillas. 

He said the ZANLA guerriUas 
were effectively surrounded, but 
added he would take no decision On 
wlthdrawliig them from the camps 
until he could assess the situation 


for himself. He expected to fly to 
Salisbury on Sunday from Maputo, 
Bfozambique. 

Thousands of ZANLA guerrillas 
have been assembling at camps un- 
der the terms of the London cease- 
fire agreement, along w ith th e 
forces of Joshua Nkomo'i ZIPRA 
(Zimbabwe Peoples Revolutionary 
Armyl. 

Mugabe denied that many of his 
men were still hiding in the bush. 
He said 90 per cent of them were 
already in the camps. 

Muzorewa has accused both ar- 
mies of the Patriotic Front allianee 
of violating the cease-fire, and 
launching campaigns on a greater 
scale than during the seven-year 
war. He has repeatedly expressed 
his concern about the activities of 
guerrillas who have not joined their 
more 21,000 comrades in the 
assembly points. . . 


Greeks skat shops to protest high i^es

The measures restrict imports by 
making financing by banks dif- 
ficult They also limit ifrholezale 
profits to 33 per cent of sold com- 
modities value and retail profits to 
100 per cent of the sold item. A 2S 
per cent tax is also imposed on im- 
ported luxury items.

Sharlat-Madari, a native of east 
Azerbaijan, who lives in Qom along 
with the nation's top religious 
figures, derives much of his in- 
fluence from the group he 
represents. 

Azerbaijan contains an estimated 
10 million people — the best 
educated, wealthiest, most organiz- 
ed and politicized of Iran's ethnic 
minorities. At least 2 million more 
Iranians trace tbelr origins to Azer- 
baijan. giving rise to estimates that 
Turkish-spesSdng people make up 
about one-third of the nation's 38 
million population.

tising that accompanied its 
January Issue, It is doubtful 
whether the artlele wpuM have 
come to the notice of anyone other 
than the academics who normally 
read it and thoee in the Jewish com- 
munity who keep on eye on eueh 
matters. But the expensive adver- 
tising was not a eolnoldeaee. 
"Klstory Today” ia under new 
ownership and is making an 
attempt to broaden its market It is 
now part of the Longman 
publishing group, which also 
publishes a number of Arab text- 
books. 

The editor of "History Today," 
Wehael Crowder, after receiving 
an official complaint from the 
Iteard of Deputies, agreed to offer 
the Jewish community the "rl|W of 
reply” in a fortbeom^ Issue. The 
exact nature of the reply is now be- 
ing considered. 

The complaint by the Board of 
Deputies to the Advertising Stan- 


dards Authority described the ad as 
being “not on^ In very bad taste 
but highly offensive and Indeed 
painful, bearing In mind the recent 
sufferings of the Jewish people at 
the hands of the Nazts. 'The large 
logo depleting the intertwined sym- 
Iwl of the Shield of David and the 
Hitlerite swastika is an Insult to 
those who perished during the' 
Holocaust years." 

THE FURORE will doubtless soon 
blow over. But there are those in 
the Jewish community who fear 
that there is much more to this af- 
fair than one Isolated article and a 
series of offenalve advertisements. 
Dr. Jacob Glewlrtz. executive direc- 
tor of the defence and group 
relations department of the Board 
of Deputies, is convinced that “a 
deer campaign Is being waged 
throughout the world to divide the 
Jewish community, to split off 
Zionist Jews from tbe general 
Jewish community and ultimately 


Yugoslav second; “nie,” an old 
colleague of his remarked, "Is In 
this sense the last Yugoslav." 

The powers of the federal govern' 
ment are very limited.

POST-TXTO Yugoslavia will be a 
problem (or Moscow: politically

A crisis over Yugoslavia would 
quickly make the West forget 
Afghanistan, for it would be im- 
measurably more dangerous.

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Steelers win Super Bowl 


PASADENA, C&Ufomia ^ The 
Pittsburgh Steelers. watched by a 
record crowd of 108.686, won their 
teurth National Football League ti- 
tle In six years on Sunday when 
they rallied for a 31-19 victory over 
the Lee Angeles Rams In the Super 
Bowl. 

Hie unprecedented fourth victory 
did not come easily as the lead 
changed hands six times before 
quarterback Terry Bradshaw final- 
ly put the heavily favoured Steelers 
ahead to stay with 12:04 left In the 
game on a spectacular 73-yord 
touchdown pass to John Stallworth. 

The scoring pass was Bradshaw's 
second of the game and ninth In hla 
Super Bowl career, breaking the 
record held by Dallas' Roger 
StAubach. Stallworth alao set a 
record with his third lifetime Super 
Bowl scoring reception. . 

Bradshaw, who hit l4-of-2l posses 
for 309 yards, was named the 
game's most valuable player. It 
was the second time he has won the 
award, tying the honour held by 
Green Bay's Bart Starr In the first 
two Super Bowls. 

Los Angeles, an 11-polnt under- 


dog, refused to give in and with 
young Vince Ferragamo guiding 
them, moved to a flrst-and-iO at tbe 
Steelers' 32. But Ferragamo tested 
the Pittsburgh secondary once too 
often and Jack Lambert, the 
Steelers' All-Pro middle 
ttnebaeker, ended the Rams' dream 
of winning a Super Bowl In their 
first appearance In the NFL title 
game by Intercepting Ferragamo's 
pass over the middle and returning 
It 16 yards to the Steelers' 30. 

Bradshaw applied the crushing 
blow when he threw a 45-yard pass 
to Stallworth to the Los Angeles 23. 
setting up Franco Harris' second 
touchdown of tbe game — a 1 -yord 
burst off left tackle. Harris' TD 
dive came with 1:49 remaining, 
after a pass Interference penalty 
against Rams' eomerback Pst 
Thomas. 

The Steelers extended the AFCb 
domination over NFC rivals in the 
Super Bowl with the lOih vietorj' 
for the conference in the 14 games 
since the AFL and the NFL merg- 
ed. The Steelers won all three of 
their previous Super Bowls, beating 
Dallas twice and Minnesota once.

Warrior tribesmen 
on the rampage

THE RUGGED tribal country of 
Karamoja in northern Uganda 
could prove to be tbe AehlUes* heel 
of President Godfrey Binaisa's 
government. 

Since the eollapae of Xdl Amla'a 
regime last May, this remote area 
has lapsed Into a total breakdown of 
law and order. Few soldiers of the 
Uganda National Ubcratlon Army 
penetrated this far. 

Most civil servants, including the 
few Ugandan policemen stationed 
In Karamoja. fled from the district 
at the end of last year and the semi- 
desert land is now In the hands of 
rampaging gangs of Karamojong 
nomads, who have exchanged their 
traditional razor-altarp apears for 

even more deadly AX-4T assault 

rifles. 

Karamoja was one of the main es- 
cape routes for Amin's defeated 
troops as they fled north when 
Kampala fell. Some broke open the 
armoury at Moroto barracks and 
stole large quantities of Soviet 
weapons and ammunition. 

How those weapons subsequently 
fell into the hands of the Karamo- 
jong warriors Is not known but it Is 
surmized that some were exehang* 
cd for the thousands of cattle which 
the fugitive soldiers took to tbe 
Sudan. 

Others may have been seized 
from Isolated bands of Amin’s 
troops, ambushed by the Karamo- 
jong, whose reputation for 
fearlessness stems from their 
traditional pastime of cattle- 
rustling and tribal warfare. 

WITHIN THE PAST two months 
the chaos has vmrsened rapidly as 
famine has struck this district. 


where no rain has fallen for more 
than two years. 

To make matters worse, reports 
have reached Kampala that 
Isolated groups of Amin's soldiers 
have been trjdng to regroup in the 
area and may be moving south. 

Most men of the new Uganda 
army and police force are back in 
barracks being restrained. Until 
they are ready (or duty, order la be- 
ing maintained by a small force of 
police pensioners who have been 
recalled from retirement to assist 
the Tanzanians still in Uganda. 

Foreign Minister Otema Allmadi 
travelled to Juba, the capital of 
Southern Sudan, last month, where 
he persuaded the chief executive of 
Southern Sudan. Joseph Lagiu to 
agree to move all Amin's troops to 
refugee camps well away from the 
border and to confiscate tbelr 
arms. 

This has led to an easing of ten- 
sion between the two countries. As 
A result, the rood between Kampala 
and Juba has been reopened and 
civilian refugees are being allowed 
to return home. 

Tanzania's President Julius 
Nycrcre has again come to the 
rescue by sending a fresh con- 
tingent of Tanzanian troops or 
paramilitary police to fill the 
vacuum In Kvamoja. 

They have moved to a bue ne.ar 
Kitgum, which lies between 
Karamoja and AchoU countrj*. and 
It is hoped they will prevent further 
killings by Karamojong and smoke 
out any Amin soldiers in the <lis- 
triet, sealing off this possible in- 
filtration route.

"No one said as much, but it waa 
clear that Israel Just wasn’t a big 
enough market for the firm to risk 
Arab wrath.

Rodier builds Its line on multi- 
piece outfits, which can be mixed 
and matched, and aoeessorles. 
Everything is coordinated, A 
pleated aklrt has a matching tunic 
top and vest, that can also be worn 
with slacks, that cornea with a 
blouse and sweater, that can also go 
well with the pleated skirt. For the 
combo there to a leather belt with 
the Rodier ensignia (a distinctive 
"R"l. two allk scarves In con- 
trasting colours, shoes (Bar-Nahor 
will not carry this accessory until 
simjmer). a hat, and a purse. 

"Our problem to that most Israeli 
women do not<keep up with what is

"I find an increasing number of 
my customers are European 
tourists who tell each other, ‘buy 
Rodier In larael’," says Bar-Nahor. 
*ro make life eaoler on them, and on 
ua, he has presented each of his 
merchants with a specially- 
designed “R" in the form of a decal 
for the door, or a neonligbt.

Vichy’s cleansing milk, lotion, 
eye makeup remover, daj' cream, 
hand creams are made to suit oily, 
normal and dry skin, and are 
hypo-allergenle, l.e. tested tor and 
purified of allergy causing 
materials. 

You won’t find these products at 
any cosmetic shop or bttuty salon.

[exact figures, should go to so much 
[trouble to hide its own figures.*' 

' Most advertisers want to know 
the circulation of a newspaper, or 
jMriodical, so they can see how 
much "exposure" they get 
Western countries have an "audit- 
bureau o*f circulation" to help 
advertisers make their choice. 

flTte Jerusalem Fast has In tte 
past published and fa now again 
prepared to publish its drculatlott 
.figiuws, but does not do so because 
■most other papers refuse to 
cooperate. Its weekday circulation 
Is close to 80 , 000 , and circulation of 
the Friday weekend edition is close 
to 45,000. The Post is the second- 
largest morning newspaper In 
Israel. — Ed.) 

Bronislaw Tau, director ot the 
association, admitted that It had no 
idea what percentage of the ads 
came from Its members. Be 
thought that 75 per cent of the eom- 
mer^al ads came from members 
but admitted there were many 
other types of ads, such as 
classified, death notleea, and 
marriage announcements, which 
often did not come from members.

Hebrew University. 

Of the 1,563 Hebrew-speaking 
adult persons above the age of 21 
surveyed in 3979, some 86 per 'cent 
reported reaffing at least one daily 
paper on weekdays, and 89 per cent 
said th^ read Friday’s enlarged 
edition. About 48 per cent said they 
read more than one newspaper dai- 
ly or on Fridays. 

The leading newspaper read on 
weekdays and STid^s in 1979 was 
"Tediot Aharonot", with 41 per 
cent of all readers on weekdays and 
Fridays reading it. n was followed 
by "Ma’arlv” with 88 per cent; 2%e 
JerueaZem Poet with 2 per cent 
(that la 2 per cent of tte Hebrew- 
speaking population read The 
Jerusalem, Poet). All other Hebrew 
■papers ("Al Hamiahamar," 
Hasofeh," the three financial 
newspapera) account for 8 per cent, 
and all other non-Ifebrew papers 
account for 5 per cent. 

However, the survey revealed 
that persona with hl^er edu c a t ion 
tend to read "Ha’arets" and 
"Ma’ailv," while "Yedlot" proved 
more attractive to those with less 
education and to the young. 

Some 58 per cent of all those sur- 
veyed read periodicals. Among the 
pniodlcals in 1979, La'isba led with 
29 per cent of all readers of 
weeklies and monthlies, followed 
by "Ba'mahane," 16 per cent; 
"Ha'olam Hazeh," 8 per cent, and 
"At" and "Lehiton" with 7 per cent 
each, and "MonlUn" with 6 per 
^eent. _ - — 

In the 4 to 18 -yeaiHild Hebrew^ 
speaking bracket, 53 per cent sold 
they read "Yedlot," 81 per cent 
read "Ma'arlv," 6 per cent read 
"Ha'arets," 8 per cent read 
"Davar," and 1 per cent read The 
Jerusalem Post. 

However, even If "Tediot" was 
the most^ widely read newsp^er, 
"Ma'arlv" still carried more ada, 
although there were strong in- 
dicatlona that "Yedlot" was eloalng 
tte gap rapidly. 

Among daily newspapers In 1979, 
“Ma'arlv" account^ for 87.8 par 
cent of all income and carried 80 
per cent of the advertlalng Inches. 
'"Yedlot" came secmd with 84.8per 
cent of Income and 27.6 per cent of 
advertlalng apace which, aeemdlng 
to the Advertleere Aaeoelatlon, 
showed that "Yedlot" Increased its 
income hy l(M.7 per cent over the 
preWoua year and its advextls^ 
space hy 12.6 per cent — "the 
Ugheat Increase of any newspaper 
in both areas." 

“Ha'arets" took in 18.86 per cent 
of tte advertising income and had 
14,7 per cent of the space. “Davaf" 


accounted for 6 per cent of tte in- 
come and 10.2 per cent of the adver- 
tising space. 

The Jerusalem Poet took In 4.6 
per cent ot the income among dally 
newspapers and had 5.5 per cent of 
■the space. The rest was dispersed 
among the remaining dally 
newspapers.

Patt expects trade between jjf 
Britain and Israel to double^oflS 
and reach £lb. in 3 years S

LONDON. — Britain and Israel are 
hopeful that the value of two-way 
. trade between their two countries 
wlU double in the next three yean 
to a total ot JO.h. This was tho confi- 
dent predlctloh announced here 
yestenlay by Industry and Trade 
Minlater Gideon Patt at tte conclu- 
sion of a. eaiids of top-level talks 
with British miiiisterB and offic i als 
In tbe framework of the aimual 
meeting of the Joint Commission on 
Trade. 

It was the first time that those 
meetings, which have been held for 
the past four years, have taken 
place at mlniaterlal leveL At a 
press conference, Patt printed out 
that two-way trade in 1979 hiul only 
narrowly failed to reach the half a 
billion sterling figure, braeli ex- 
ports to the UHto^ed jBSS7m. aJid 
* Imports from the T7K were A970m. 
"We are determined, within two or 
three years, to reach the Alb. 
figure," be declared. 

Patt believes that the main areas 
for expansion of Israeli eaqiorts to 
Britain.are electronics, fashion and 
food, in all three of which larael has 
been selling well to BritaiiL Dr. 
Ya'acov Cohen, deputy director- 
general of the Afinistry of Trade, In-, 
dustry, 6uid Tourism, who headed 
the team In the talks with tte 
British, said that there were some 
one hundred projects in tho 
pipeline, mauiy ot them in tbe op^ 
tleal, computer and telephone- 
_Mcbiu)ge fields. 

One particularly important deal 
that Patt concluded while he was 
here was for tte bufidhig in Israel 
of three hotels, one In Jerusalem, 
one In BOat and a third at a lo c ation 
still to be decided. They will be built 
by a major BngUah hotel chain, the 
name ot which is not bring revealed ' 
until its representatives go to Isrttel 
next week. 

Patt aleo annoaneed that Cecil 
Parkinson, Ifiniater of State at the 
Department of Trade, would be 
lesidifig a delegation of British 
businessmen' and hidustrlallsts to 
Hrael this spring. John Nott, the 
Secretary of State for Trade, had 
also accepted In principle an Invltap 
ti<m to go to Israel and hoped to 
fulfil it duzftig tito course of this 
year:'

Ihe 
latest reports reveal that some 
applicants on the watting list have 
decided to postpone their 
sppllcstlons In view to the many 
refusals received of late, and this 
may be the goal the flovleta are try- 
ing to achieve. 

A very sharp Increase in the 
number to refusals la reported from 
Odessa, Kiev, Kharkov. Minsk. 
Leningrad, Moaeow, Tashkent and 
fOahlnev. Moreover, those being 
refused are to a dlffeimt fibre from 
the staunch Jewish acttvlsta. Most 
arc not aasoelatad with ths Jewlah 
movement as such and have chosen 
to leave this year because chances 
appeared ao bright. Unaccustomed 
to struggle, moat of them remain 
silent for fear to harassraenL 

Applicants la many cltlea now 
must specify the exact kinship with 
the person who sent tho Invitation, 
or write a detailed report on their 
relatives, including a family tree. 
Many applicants whose parents did 


not ask to leave the USSR are not 
allowed to go, and In cases to mixed 
marriages the nen-Jewfsh spouse Is 
subject to extreme pressure. 

Given this rather bleak ittuatloa, 
the experts say, things will 
probably not deteriorate on the 
allya front as they have In the 
relations in general between the 
superpowers. 

^ey see the possibility of the 
Jewish ease being used as a pawn 
by the Soviets to exact Western eon- 
ceaslona.

prisoners or exit permits tor some 
to the moat veteran refuseniks. 

They concede that Jewish 
emIgrsstoB and detente are not un 
connected, but they argue that the 
question la whether detente has 
come to the end to tts read. Their 
careful menltorlngto developmenta 
saye It hss not. 

In addition, they see a possibility 
that. If tension between America 
and Russia reounta, the Kref&lla 
might use the Jewish issue to lessen 
the friction and to score a point In 
public opinion in the West. 

If things between EUst and West 
get really bad. this tine to theu^ 
sajw that Jewlah emigration can re- 
main the one point of eoataet 
between the two sides and that It 
could be used by Moscow as s 
means to keeping a future detente 
option going. 

The renewed Bast-West tension 
will affect the Jewish question they 
say. but a direct eonneetion Is hard 
to prove. 

Local experts are betting that the 
Games will proceed as seheduled In 
Moscow, although the ImpUeatlons 
for the Jewish struggle are far from 
clear.

SHIMON PBRBS' two-tUrdB majority in the LAbour Party*! 
central committee Sunday night waa about as firm an endorae* 
ment of the chairman’s candidacy for tiie premiership aa could 
be eac^eted at this time. 

Mr. Perea* main rival, TigalAUon, did not penonally contest 
the election, but he later interpreted the result the secret 
ballot to mean that one-third of the central committee favoured 
him as party leader. This is hlghty debatable. 

To be sure toe result is not the party’s final word on toe sub- 
ject, as Mr. Allon contends, ^at right Is retained by the 
national convention. 

But unless a cataclysm intervoies, as h^pened to Titiliak 
Rabin nearly three years ago, it 1s hardty Ukely that anyone, 
Mr. Alton or some '‘dark horse,** will deiirive Mr. Peres of toe 
coveted prise of serving as Labour’s standard bearer in the next 
national polL 

Tbe Sundfl^ vote may, then, be enough to establish Mr. Pstm 
as Labour’s virtually unchallengeable candidate, but it will not 
nearly suffice to win toe election tor toe party. Campaigning for ; 
once from the Oppositioii comer, Labour will understandably 
seek to capitalise on the Likud’s monumental faiHng» and 
weaknesses while in office. 

To attract popular support, however, the party will obviously 
need to show sot only that it is, unlike the hopelessly disunited 
Ldkud, capable of acting in conemrt ~ but also that It is able to 
offer a viable alternative to the present regime. 

This will require a sharpening of the debate over principles i 
and programmes — not only with the Likud, and the parties now 
ooaleso^ with it, but within Labour Itself. 

Opponents of Mr. Peres have so far been abjHng aw^r from 
tola debate just as much aa the chairman himself. The farthest 
that Mr. Rabin, that latter-day Samson in toe party’s temple, 
would allow himself to go at the Sunday meeting, waa to In- 
sinuate that Mr. Peres was still a factional Rafi leader and not a 
legitimate heir to the legacy of "hlatoric** Maps!. 

nils claim was eertatoly not boim out by Sunday*! aaerei 
ballot by the party’s central committee memters. B anything, it 
proved that toe bulk of the old Mi^al members voted for PBree, 
since the ex-Rafi members of the central committee do mot 
amount to more about IQQ. It waa slgnltLcant that toe 
former Labour Minister under Rabin's premiership and old 
Mapai stalwart, Mbshe Baram, openly endorsed Perea this 
time. He did It for the same reasons wU^ had prompted hfan to 
support Rabin nearly three years ago, as Baram blmaell put It.

But despatching half-a-dosen of their own divisions across a 
border into an independent neighbouring state with a view to ex- 
tending toe Soviet sphere of influence — that, as President 
Carter has tried to stew, la a serious breach of faith. Tbe point 
is, how can the West make their reaction clear to the Soviet 
Union? 

The greatest danger facing mankfaid today Is that tiie super- 
powers could kiadvertendy stumbte into Wortd War HZ, wUch 
might not necessarily be fought with strictly conventional 
weapons. But hard-liners in the Kremlin — perlu^ toe same 
Younger Guard that, according to reports, spumsd Premier 
Brezhnev’s more prudent advice on Afghanistan — might tolnk 
that since toe West la disorganized and effete, a hi^ blow 
struck at the right moment could gain a prized objective for toe 
Soviet Union without the risk of a major war. 

A number of prized objectives happen to be around at the pre- 
sent time. The Soviet Union, whose domestic energy siqiplies 
are running short. Is due to become a large oil importer a coiqilie 
I of years from now. No clause in toe Soviet ConstitutioaFequlxcB 
that the ollflelda in Iran, a country bordering on toe USSR and 
: Afghanistan, should be forever outside the communist 
periphery. 

Or there is Yugoslavia, as President Tito’s life hangs in toe 
balance. The Russians have never really reconciled themselves 
to the fact that tills EKalkan country, which — as they see It — 
came to communism on their bayonets, should have renounced 
Moscow^ begemoiqr with impunity, and even stored outolde the 
Warsaw Pact. 

The Soviet takeover of such countries as Yugoslavia or Iran — 
or Pakistan, or Finland — would be far less likely it the men in 
ths Kremlin had reason to believe that their show of force might 
be met with force. It vdll be a contribution to world peace to 
supply them with the reason. 

I Telling alone'will not do toe tridc, because mere words are not 
enough. The Western nations should demonstrate by their reac- 
;tion to the Af^aa assault that they mean huaineas. President 
Carter has halted grain shipments and the supply of 
sophisticated technology to the Russians. Other Western nations 
could not bring themselves to do more than promise that toey 
would not increase their grain aalea to make up for toe riiort-f all 
created ^ America’s action. 

To >toid toe dlyn^ica to Mbacow wtaQe Soviri troope are 
still in control of Afghanistan would be to condone, through a 
sporting event, a breach of the fundamental notions of inter- 
national conduct. 

Tbe Western powers should think hard about toelr reaction to 
the Afghan attack. It will not be a military response. But it 
should be sufficiently forceful to indicate that the potential is 
there.

inevitability. 

G6tterd&mmentng Is what we see 
on the world political scene. Though 
the U.S. la a democeatlc ooantry 
with a free market economy and 
the USSR a totalitarian one with a 
atate-controlled economy, and 
these are enoxinoua dUferencea, 
there Is a striking similarity 
between them. As a society, the 
USSR is not at an an alternative to 
the U.S. The new Soviet elvlUaation. 
though it presents a global

TOUS THE policy id detente seem- 
ed to both the Soviet ruling group 
and the American policy-makers to 
be the last way open of preserving 
their status as superpowers. It per- 
mitted this at tbe very moment the 
USSR stood to lose toe necessary 
base for such dominance. The same 
is true of the U.S. Detente was an 
agree m e nt between two giants who 
realised that they were both essen- 
ttally weak. 

Detente, .however, only 
aeoelerated. the broaluiowa of too 
superpowers by loosing deatniotlve 
forces Inherent in both eountriea. to 
the beginning detente offered a 
falee feeling of.ieeiirity. The U.S. 
immediately started a general 
retreat from many regione, keeping 
only smne strategic posittOBs in 
Europe and Asia. The roots of this 
American reaction go back to the 
American isolattonlsm that preced- 
ed superpower amUttons. 

The Kremlin, instead of main- 
taining the status quo, began fiQing 
the vacuum left by the U.8. The 
USSR could not help using the op- 
portunity created ty the Amerloan 
retreat. It ie part of toe Internal 
djmamle of a Communlat state to 
expand where there ie no 
resletanee. And as the Soviet • 
leaders see it, the American retreat 
Is Irreversible.

In tbe last 100 years, 
almost all Jews have become 
Oonservative, Refonn. s^eular or 
assimilated. Charles Uelnnaa, of 
Bar-Uan University, writing In 
“SQdstream" of August, says that 
only three or four per cent of 
American Jews are OrtoodOK and 
their number to decUning. There, 
must be something to modem life 
that makes it hard for Orthodoxy to 
continue. 

A modern enlightened and 
ethleally-aebsltive penon cannot do 
what Rabbi Dolgln p ro p oses. He 
would have to accept certain 
bibUcai and rabbinic pro pos itions 
which no historian or 
anthropologist or arehaeolo^st or 
moralist can accept.

Worse, It ^splays a' shocking ig- 
norance of or Indifference to the 
future of the entire educational 
aystem In Israel. 

You tell us (the teachers) In 
effect, that we*n just have to suffer 
some more, despite tbe fact that 
our demands are reasonable and 
just; and aci di toe vaerifieiKI 
lamho for all groupe. 'nito attitude 
means compl^ dtototegratiem of 
the teaching professloxx, with all tbe 
obvious consequences, that such a 
catastrophic result would have for 
our youth. 'Hie Etxlonl Report bints' 
at preetoely that posslbtUty. Aeeor- 
dlzig to it; salaries must be ratoed to 
a reasonable level, but, on the other 
band, teachers should not teach 
mere than the equivalent of one job; 
because they can’t really do a good 
-job with a heavier load. They 
should, however, spend more time 
at school even when not to the 
classroom. Airi, finally, most Im- 
portant and most crucial, the quali- 
ty of the teachers' training in- 
stitutions must be r^ed con- 
siderably. 

How do we do that, and why to it 
so necessary? Tbe "how to easy — 
lengthen the course study and 
raise the educatimial level. But 
why? So that these institutions can 
attract the best people we have. 

Who goes Into the teaching 
profession today? By and lazge, 
only those who can't make St to one 
of toe other professions, and, of 
those, at least 99 per cent are youeg 
women. 1 have no quarrel with 
women teachers — I have known 
many fine ones — bat are toey 
(those who enter the teachers' 
training schools, that to) tbe best 


people we have and will they be 
dedicated to their profession? Ob- 
viously not. 

Academically? Barely post high 
school, without even a bapmt cer- 
tificate. De^atimi? Moat don't 
know the meantog'Of the word. 
They’ll pot In fheirtime as long as It 
doem't interfere with their family 
responsibilities.- Financially? They 
can afford to work to low wages, 
even partptlme, because, by and 
large, fhelr contribution to the 
family exchequer to not the main 
ona<. Normally, it’s merelyia-nice 
adtUHnn {o what the huiBSHd SariuL 
He to the ouO'we want to attract to 
the profession. We need men In the 
classroom — not because they're 
better teachers. ' but because the 
children need tbe Influence of a 
man Bomewtaere along the way dur- 
ing their fonnative years. But can 
we attract young men to tbe profes- 
sion today? At today’s ridiculous 
salaries? Obviously not. 


We need tbe best brains 
available, men and women, to staff 
our schools and mould tbe minds of 
our youngsters. And whom are we 
getting? Only those who have no 
other choice, or vdio don't need to 
wo rry about supporting a family. 
We will be able to attract the top 
people only if we make the 
remuneration commensurate with 
a person’s academic background 
and ability. If we don't do 
something to reverse the downward 
trend, and soon, we wlU end up with 
a bunch of incompetents to the 
classroom producing a new batch of 
Ineompete^ every year. 

Our children’s future to much too 
important to be sacrificed on the 
altar of expediency and greed. We 
must Implement tbe recommen- 
dations of the Etzloni report — oO of 
them — and it must be done now.
